That members

valuable training is perequisite for 
those who may 
desire to fit them­ 
selves for membership in Red Cross 
organizations 
formed 
for service 
with the armed forces of the United 
States. 
The cburse in elementary hy giene 
and home 
eare 
of the sick gives 
much knowledge, 
useful and prac­ 
tical in 
daily life, 
and is a prere­ 
quisite for women who are*desirous 
of qualify ing themselves to serve as 
nurses, aids in Red Cross base hos­ 
pitals in time of war; but further 
training is required before complete 
qualification to render such service 
is attained. 
The mere fact that a women has 
taken such a course does not nec- 
esarily guarantee her selection for 
this service, neither does 
it place 
her under 
obligation 
to volunteer. 
The term, “nurses’ aid,” should not 
be used unless selected and assign­ 
ed for service with base hospitals. 
The course in dietetics is new, and 
an outline of the work to be done 
will be forwarded here later. 
The course in the preparation of 
surgical dressings is also 
the sub­ 
ject 
of a special 
circular 
giving 
details as to organization of classes 
and practical procedure. 
The divisional

ed instead of elected?” were given

the Indiana uni­ 
versity team by the audience last 
night at the Graham Annex Audi­ 
torium. 
The vote was 
22 
to 19 , 
which indicates the small crowd in 
attendance.

The debate was worthy of a lar­ 
ger crowd as the question is 
one 
that will undoubtedly come before 
the constitutional convention. 
The 
negative debaters, John Vesey and 
Edwin Eley , 
opposed 
a 
radical 
change and favored a correction of 
the present sy stem. 
The affirmative 
side of the debate advocated the 
election of one chief justice, 
who 
would have the power of appoint­ 
ing all judges, 
including 
supreme 
court, 
appellate 
court, 
superior 
and 
circuit 
court 
judges. 
Prof. 
TrueKlood, head of the public speak­ 
ing department of Earlham college,* 
presided at the debate. 
\ 
Harris McGuire, the, first speaker 
for thf Indiana team declared that 
the election 
of judges 
should 
be 


the present sy stem; 
that 
the ap­ 
pointive sy stem is superior and that 
the plan has proven a success wher­ 
ever tried. 
“Under the present sy s­ 
tem,” said Mr. McGuire, “the aver­ 
age voter follows the dictates of the 
boss. 
A few politicians 
get 
to^ 
gether and say who shall be judge 
and all the voters do is to ratify the 
selection of the boss.’** He held that 
the length of the ballot lends to the 
ignorance of the voter. 
The speak­ 
er pointed out that 
the 
political 
machine 
supports those 
who will 
give something in return and with 
the judges 
appointed 
they would 
not have to follow the dictates of 
any crowd or ^oss. 
“The would-be judge must by nec- 
essjty be a politician,” he declared. 
“To secure election it is necessary 
that he get out on the 
stump and 
discuss the popular issues of the 
day . 
The present Sy stem is 
not 
legal, is not 
conspicuous 
and in­ 
volves the 
evils 
of polities.” 
He 
pointed out that the plan advocated 
was for the election of a chief jus­ 
tice on a non-partisan » ballot and 
his term 
of office 
would 
be for 
seven or eight y ears and he must be 
approved by the state bar associa­ 
tion. 
Ed*win Eley of Earlham followed 
Mr. McGuire. “The negative side of 
this debate,” said Mr. Eley , 
“has 
two points to consider, 
first—the 
appointive 
sy stem 
is inadequate 
and secondly , the elective sy stem 
pan 
be improved. 
We admit 
that 
there is something wrong with our 
state courts or there would not be 
agitation at this time for a change 
in sy stem. 
The appointive * sy stem 
is undesirable 
because

gives up the right to choose

very man whom he may appear be­ 
fore at any time. 
The 
affirmative 
side of this 
question 
takes away 
from y ou and me the right 
to ap­ 
prove or disapprove any judge.

fundamental of democratic govern­ 
ment is the right to ex press opinion 
by the use of the ballot.”

The farmers of Posey 
township, 
at their meeting in Arlington 
last 
week, struck the key note that is ap­

county when they agreed that their 
township organization 
should

continued after the crops'are put in 
and be used at the harvest time as 
a means of co-operating in market­ 
ing their products.

IT PROVES HARD TO LOCATE 


Fireman Unable to 
Fnd Any Fire 
Until They Go Through Base­ 
ment—Easily Put Out 


A serious fire was narrowly avert­ 
ed last night at the Brown Brothers 
grocery in East First street. 
The 
blaze was confined to the rei^r room 
and the loss will amount to several 
hundred dollars, the ex act amount 
of which cannot be ascertained un­ 
til the fire insurance adjusters have 
completed their work. 
The loss 
is 
believed to be fully 
covered by in­ 
surance. 
• In several respects the fire loss 
is remarkably small when it is con­ 
sidered the amount 
of inflamables 
which were where the fire occurred. 
The store Was closed 
for business 
shortly after nine o’clock last hight 
and at nine-thirty o’clock 
the fire , 
was discovered. 
The 
smoke filled 
the Grand Hotel and an investiga­ 
tion showed the Maze in the grocery . 
The firemen had difficulty in fight­ 
ing the blaze 
on 
account 
of the 
smoke. 
The fire evidently started 
under a circular counter about in 
the center 
of the rear room. 
The 
firemen got back to the rear room 
but could not find the blaze. A very 
small amount of water was thrown. 
The heat 
increased 
continually 
with the firemen still unable’ to sec 
the blaze. As a last resort a chem­ 
ical tank was taken through 
the 
cellar. 
A cellar door leads 
into 
the rear room and 
when this was 
opened the blaze could be seen. 
It 
was only a short time then until it 
was ex tinguished. 
One of the fortunate features of 
the fire was the fact that a {kerosene 
tank containing 100 gallons, located 
within 
a few feet 
of the 
actual 
blaze, did not ex plode. 
The kero­ 
sene tank was filled only y ester­ 
day and held 100 gallons. 
The can • 
oame near melting and if this had 
occurred, th^ entire 
block 
would 
have been endangered. 
The entire stock of goods
